REMARKS UPON 


^itriqnt and DMqn fatttipj. 

BY 

J. M. BLASHFIELD. 


The moft ancient kind of Pottery with which we are 
acquainted is of common red and buff colours, and free 
from glaze. This is known in the hiftory of the arts by 
the term Terra Cotta. 

Thefe words —Terra Cotta —have become a name for 
a certain clafs of pottery exhibiting artiftic defign, and are 
often applied in architectural description. For inftance, 
we read of Terra-cotta bricks, tiles, brackets, mouldings, 
friezes, capitals, altars, finials, &c.; but, whenever the 
words Terra Cotta are fo ufed, it will be found that the 
bricks, tiles, or other details, have a certain artiftic cha¬ 
racter about them, difcovering a marked difference from 
the common examples of fuch things. 

All ftatues, vafes, lamps, and other ufeful and decora¬ 
tive articles made of baked clay, and found in the debris 
of ancient cities, or in the tombs of Athens and Magna 
Graecia, are called terra-cottas, whether glazed or un¬ 
glazed. Thofe made by the Greeks are in red and buff 
clays, and ufually painted in black, yellow, and brown 
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colours. The red vafes painted black are the moll 
common. The fineft of thefe are found in fouthern 
Italy, at Nola, Cumae and Vulci. Great numbers have 
reached our hands as perfect as new works from the pot¬ 
ter’s kiln. The paintings upon thefe fictile remains con¬ 
vey a more intimate knowledge of the manners and 
cuftoms of their authors than the moll coftly monuments 
in marble, erected to perpetuate their prowels and gran¬ 
deur. The mythological allegories on the vafes give a 
great inlight into the ftyle of drefs, furniture, and habits 
of daily life among the Greeks. The chairs, tables, 
couches, mulical inftrumenlts, mirrors, parafols, embroi¬ 
dered garments, and other details, are drawn with fcru- 
pulous care, and ferve as patterns to modern manufac¬ 
turers. 

For more than 2500 years, vaft quantities of thefe 
beautiful pieces of pottery have lain by the fide of the 
mouldering marble and canker-eaten bronze, without 
injury or ftain. The worthlelfnefs of the material of 
thefe relics has faved them from the fpoiler. Had they 
been in brals, filver, or gold, very few would have been 
preferred for our inftruction. 

The Greeks had no monopoly in the art of pottery. 
It was common to all the great nations of antiquity, but 
there are peculiarities about the Greek workmanship in 
which they efpecially excelled. Their ware is lighter 
in weight, larger in Size, thinner, more even and true on 
the Surface, and more elegant in outline than that of any 
other nation, ancient or modern. The beft ware appears 
to have been fabricated about 500 years before Christ; 
and the art, as practifed at this date, Seems to have died 
out about the time of the laft Punic war. The Italian, 
French, and Englifh artifts have tried to make fuch ware, 
but have never Succeeded: all modern copies pale by the 
fide of the originals. 

The outlines of the beft Greek vafes are found in the 
hyperbolic, parabolic, and elliptical Sections of the cone. 
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Thefe vafes have been frequently called Etrufcan, but 
the correct term is Greek. 

The Etrufcans decorated their temples with ftatues, 
antifixae, and relievi, in baked clay, and alfo made vafes; 
but none are found like the famous terra-cottas of the 
Greeks. There are many fine fragments of ftatues 
made by the Greeks, which appear to have been original 
models baked. Pliny fays it was common, in the early 
periods of Roman hiftory, to make the ftatues of the 
Gods in clay; fome of which exifted in his own time. 
The people of Pompeii and Herculaneum patronized 
pottery in the decoration of their houfes; and the ter¬ 
minations of their roof-tiles are full of beautiful modelling. 
Amphorae and vafes abound in the allies of their cities; 
and some of the latter are of the pureft Greek form. 

The conventional form of meander, or fret-work, the 
laurel leaf, dotted line, and honey fuckle borders, rendered 
fo exquifitely chafte in vafe decoration by the Greeks, is 
more or lefs to be traced on the monuments in marble 
and the fictile works of the ancient Chinefe, Perfians, 
Babylonians, and Egyptians. Other nations and favage 
tribes feem alfo always to have ufed the meandering fret 
as a form of ornament. Large quantities of pottery 
have been dug up in Central America of brown and red 
colour; and upon thefe curious relics of a people of whofe 
hiftory we know nothing, the fame conventional form is 
feen. Some of the moft beautiful borders upon Greek 
pottery are fimilar to patterns on woven fabrics entwined 
around Egyptian mummies. 

Abundant remains of Egyptian art decorate the mu- 
feums of Europe, and Ihew how well the Egyptians 
understood making pottery and glafs. The moft ancient 
pottery found in Greece is in form and colour like the 
Egyptian, efpecially the ware made of a light brown 
earth, and painted black and red. The progrefs of im¬ 
provement in outline always kept pace with improvement 
in painting and glaze. 
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The potter’s wheel is reprefented in baffi relievi at 
Thebes, and it is practically the fame as that now ufed in 
England. It is fuppofed to have been invented in China, 
and to have palled by Bactria into Egypt, and through 
Scythia or Egypt to the Arabs. Some authors on the 
keramic arts believe its introduction to the Greeks, and 
to the inhabitants of fouthern Italy, to have happened 
about the fame time; and that it was at a much later 
date introduced into Etruria. 

There are numerous fpecimens of very ancient terra¬ 
cottas met with in India, efpecially panelled perforated 
ornament of a dark brown colour. The art of making 
porcelain is faid to have greatly flourilhed in China about 
five centuries before the Chriftian era, and it is very pro¬ 
bable that India acquired a tolerably perfect knowledge 
of the art from the Chinefe. 

The Romans made a peculiar fine ware, of a bright 
red colour. It has a thin tranfparent glaze, apparently 
made of filicate of lime coloured with per-oxide of iron. 
Much of it has been examined and analyzed, with a view 
to difcover its compofition. Its chief ingredients are 
alumina, filica, lime, and oxide of iron. 

It is fuppofed that this peculiar ware was not made in 
Britain, although great quantities of fragments have been 
found, but that it was imported by the Romans, and was 
of confiderable value. Inftances of broken ware of this 
clafs being found, mended with brafs rivets, like the pre¬ 
sent mode of mending china, have occurred. Some of it 
was made at Aretium (the modern Arezzo) where moulds, 
dies, kilns, and the peculiar tools for making it have 
been found. The remains of the ware made by the 
Romans in England are of a coarfe kind, and never fo 
smooth and finely glazed as that called Samian. 

The Roman pottery made in England for architectural 
ufe, in the form of tiles and bricks, is found in large quan¬ 
tities in the neighbourhood of Roman towns. 

The domeftic Anglo-Roman pottery affords valuable 
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evidence of the perfect knowledge they had of the art. 

Their colours are red, buff, brown, and bluifh black. 
The latter produced by a sudden smothering of the lire 
at a particular ftage of firing. The glaze of this ware 
is dull and opaque. 

The ftrongeft Roman pottery is of red and buff colours. 
It is commonly painted with white bands and fcroll bor¬ 
ders, and the paint is generally laid on thick, and contains 
lead. It is not at all like what is called Samian ware. 

The Anglo-Roman pottery Ihows a bold, free, sketchy 
ftyle of drawing, and differs from moil ancient pottery. 
The workmen muft have been draughtfmen acquainted 
with Greek forms, and evidently expert in thofe operations. 

We know very little of Anglo-Saxon pottery; but 
there cannot be a doubt that a very large quantity of the 
fragments conftantly turned up, and often called Roman, 
are Anglo-Saxon. Much of this is very coarfe in grain, 
made evidently from unground clay, and also imperfectly 
burnt. Zig-zag ornament is fcratched upon it, and a 
coarfe blue black glaze is common. It is alfo very likely 
that, about the latter end of the eighth century, pottery 
was imported into this country from France, as the arts 
of Italy were at that time freely diffeminated on the con¬ 
tinent of Europe ; and the Arabs, who were great pot¬ 
ters, were then moil powerful in many places bordering 
on France. 

The fecret of making good pottery, there is no doubt, 
remained with the Arabs during the dark ages of Euro¬ 
pean civilization; and it is generally fuppofed that the 
fabrication of enamelled tiles originated in Europe through 
them. It is faid that Moorifh tiles were introduced into 
Italy by the Pifans, for the decoration of churches, at the 
beginning of the twelfth century. About this time we 
may date the revival of the ufe of terra-cotta for architec¬ 
tural purpofes in Italy. At the commencement of the 
eighth century the tomb of Mahomet, at Medina, was 
covered with blue, green, and black enamelled tiles. 
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In the thirteenth and fourteenth centuries very large 
buildings were erected in the north of Italy, in which 
moulded brickwork prevailed; and among the beautiful 
brick ftru&ures in Italy, having terra-cotta decorations, 
may be mentioned the church of Santa Maria della Grazia, 
Milan; the companile of San Antonia, Padua; the Ofpedale 
Maggiore, Milan. In Verona, Bologna, Perugia, Padua, 
and Venice, there are terra-cotta cornices, friezes, tracery, 
bafli relievi, chimney fhafts, and other prominent archi¬ 
tectural details. 

One of the earlieft exifting fpecimens of good modern 
brickwork in England is at Little Wenham, Suffolk, 
(circa 1260). Sutton Place, Guildford ; Hampton 
Court Palace, and Eton College, are very fine fpecimens 
of brickwork, having terra-cotta chimney fhafts, cornices, 
panels, and other marked features, very well executed in 
red clay. 

Paflerio fays that Pottery flourifhed at Pefaro, in Italy, long 
before the period fixed for its revival, viz., the fourteenth 
century; and that the art of colour-enamelling became 
common at this date. Lucca della Robbia was born in 
1388, and began at the commencement of the following 
century to make terra-cotta bafli relievi, and ftatues, and 
alfo enamelled tiles. Pottery was alfo made at Majorca 
long before the time of Lucca della Robbia; and the art 
of enamelling was there well known before the fourteenth 
century, moft probably from intercourfe with the Moors. 
In the thirteenth, fourteenth, and fifteenth centuries the 
Moors manufactured in Spain fome of the moft beautiful 
works in pottery, having an enamelled furface, ever pro¬ 
duced. 

In the fifteenth century, enamelled ware was made 
at Urbino, the birthplace of Raffaelle, the painter; and 
many of the beft works of this great man were imitated 
on the pottery made at the place of his nativity. Some 
fay that the painter himfelf worked upon this ware, and 
from that circumftance it has been called Raffaelle ware. 
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About the end of the fifteenth and beginning of the 
fixteenth centuries, Pefaro, Urbino, Gubbio, Faenza, 
Cartel Durante, and other places, became famous for the 
enamelled luftrous ware called Majolica. 

About the middle of the fixteenth century, Bernard 
Palifly, who had been bred to glafs painting, and was 
bom in the diocefe of Agen, began to make experiments 
upon enamelled pottery; and after great trouble, labour, 
and affliction, he difcovered the mode of making a thick 
luftrous enamel, altogether different from the ware made 
by the Italians. His ware was remarkable for imitations 
in relievi and colour of natural objects. He painted flat 
dilhes and beautiful tiles for walls and floors. 

Contemporaneous with Palifly there were many potters 
of note in Germany, and fome very excellent ftoneware 
was made at Nuremburg during this century. Holland, 
alfo was now famous for its Delft-ware ; and the beauti¬ 
ful ftrong glaze made by the Dutch at this period fhowed 
that they had become, through their connection with 
Spain, acquainted with the arts of the Moors. 

Coarfe ware was made in Staffordlhire in the fixteenth 
century, and a flourifhing trade carried on at Burflem, 
and elfewhere, in the making of butter pots. Dr. Shaw, 
in hishiftory of Staffordlhire, fays that in 1670 the trade 
in butter pots was fo large that an Act of Parliament was 
parted to regulate their fize. 

A new fafhion now commenced, in many places, and 
about the fame period, of making hard potteiy, of a vitre¬ 
ous character; and porcelain from China began to find 
its way into all the manfions of the rich. The old foft 
enamelled wares had—with all their beauty of form and 
colour—to give way to a new fubftance, akin to porce¬ 
lain. 

The feventeenth century is the great one for marking a 
difference in the manufacture, and for the complete eftab- 
lifhment of Pottery in England. 

About this time Stone-ware—as it is termed—became 
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much fought after in England, and works for making it 
were eftabliflied at Stratford-le-Bow. 

A family of the name of Elers, from Nuremburg, fet¬ 
tled in England about the latter part of the feventeenth 
century, and commenced making ftone-ware at Bradwell, 
near Burflem. A perfon of the name of Aftbury dif- 
covered their fecret by feigning idiotcy, and getting 
employment at their works. It is faid that the Elers 
removed from Bradwell to Lambeth, and eftabliflied the 
firft pottery in that quarter of London. It is poflible 
that they may have been concerned in the Chelfea works. 
About die fame time porcelain was made at Chelfea under 
the efpecial patronage of George II. Works alfo for 
making ftone-ware began at Fulham, and a manufactory 
for porcelain at Bow. About the latter end of this cen¬ 
tury there were twenty kilns at work in Burflem. The 
clays firft ufed in Staflfordftiire were from Burflem, and the 
fand from a place called Baddeley Hedge. The glaze firft 
ufed was a filicate of lead. 

About 1750, earthenware works were opened atSwan- 
fea, Nottingham, and Liverpool; and about this time 
the ufe of plafter moulds was introduced into Staffbrd- 
fliire by Mr. Ralph Daniel. 

In 1751 Porcelain works were eftabliflied at Derby ; 
and the models and moulds and workmen from Chelfea 
were tranfterred to Derby, and Chelfea-Derby became the 
name of the ware. The models and moulds of the Bow 
works were alfo tranfferred to Derby. The lame year the 
Worcefter porcelain works began, and the Devon and 
Poole clays were chiefly ufed at thefe works ; and it was 
at this place the printing on bifcuit-ware was firft intro¬ 
duced into England. 

In 1755, the value of the kaolin and porcelain granite 
of Cornwall became known. 

In 1760, cream-coloured earthenware was made at 
Leeds, and about the fame time a pottery was eftabliflied 
by the Marquis of Rockingham, at Swinton; in 1768, 
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Lord Camelford carried on porcelain works at Plymouth, 
and in 1772, porcelain and earthenware works were 
eftablilhed at Briftol, and the moulds tranfferred from the 
Plymouth potters to that place. 

In 1780, the Coalport works were eftablilhed for the 
manufacture of porcelain. 

About 1760, Joliah Wedgewood commenced making 
pottery at Burllem. His firft efforts were cream-coloured 
terra-cotta vafes. About 1770, at Etruria, in Stafford- 
Ihire, he began to form his magnificent collection of 
models for vafes and other articles. He greatly advanced 
the arts, and he lived to fee England become an exporter 
of pottery for foreign markets. 

In 1800, Mr. Joleph Spode introduced the ufe of bone, 
or phofphate of lime, into porcelain. 

From the commencement of the prefent century, the 
trade in china and earthenware has fo largely increafed 
that, probably, the amount now manufactured exceeds 
three millions fterling per annum, and that at leaft one- 
third of this quantity is exported. 

One of the greateft revivals in pottery, connected with 
architecture, took place about 1833. Mr. Wright, of 
Shelton, obtained a patent for making inlaid tiles. This 
patent was bought by the late Mr. Herbert Minton, who 
improved upon it, and produced the tiles now fo com¬ 
monly ufed in churches. 

In 1840, Richard Proffer, of Birmingham, took a 
patent for making buttons in china. In 1841, buttons 
made from the body of which porcelain is conftituted, 
were very largely manufactured by the late Mr. Herbert 
Minton. J. M. Blalhfield fuggefted to Minton and 
Proffer the application of this invention in the manufac¬ 
ture of Teffellas and Tiles, and publilhed books of deligns 
of pavements in 1842 and 1843. 

The firft great advance made in Terra-cotta was by 
Coade and Sealey, of Lambeth, who began, about the end 
of the laft century, to make ftatues, bafli relievi, capitals, 
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coats of arms, and a great variety of architectural work, 
for large houfes in London and elfewhere. 

About 1825, Mr. Rofli made of terra-cotta the 
ftatues, capitals, antifixEe, and other ornaments of St. 
Pancras Church, London. Also, about this date, Mr. 
Bubb executed in terra-cotta the frieze of the Opera 
House, in the Haymarket. 

The terra-cotta made by Coade and Sealey, by Rofli, 
and by Bubb, was chiefly from the Poole clay, combined 
with flint and land. It has withftood heat and froft ; and 
wherever it has been ufed it is now found more perfect 
than llonework adjoining, of the fame date. The Port¬ 
land ftone pedeftals and columns fupporting many of thefe 
works are in a complete Hate of decay, while the terra¬ 
cotta is as lharp as when frelh fixed. 

In the year 1836,Sir FrederickFowke made at Lowelby 
fome very fine terra-cotta vafes; and in 1849, the Earl 
of Leicester made at Holkham fome good Tudor chim¬ 
neys and moulded bricks in red terra-cotta. 

At the Great Exhibition of 1851 there were many 
fpecimens of terra-cotta work, from manufacturers in 
England, France, Switzerland, and Germany, but none 
equal to the works formerly produced by Coade and 
Sealey. 

Clays fuited for terra-cotta are found in the tertiary 
beds, or thofe occurring above the chalk, and correfpond- 
ing with the lower Bagfhot fands of the London diftrict; 
alio thofe in the Oolite and lias formations. 

There is no country in the world in which there are 
finer materials for pottery than exift in England, and it 
is well-known that good pottery is more durable than 
ftone or marble. At prefent, the noxious gafes in large 
towns deftroy much new ftonework a few years after it 
has been finifhed. The fulphureous and alkaline bodies 
given off in the combuftion of coal gas are alone fuffi- 
cient to deftroy lime-ftone; and the more highly and 
delicately the ftone is wrought, the quicker the work of 
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deftruction goes on. For commercial buildings and ftreet 
architecture, brick and Terra-cotta are cheaper, more 
durable, and keep longer clean than ftone or ftucco. 
Mr. Scott, in his work on Gothic Architecture , Secular 
and Domejlic , especially recommends brick and terra; 
cotta for ftreet architecture. He says, “ Terra-cotta 
“feems the natural accompaniment of brick, but it 
“ should not be ufed as an artificial ftone. It is the 
" higheft development of brick and ftiould be ufed as 
— such.” He alfo fays that “ by a judicious ufe of brick, 
“ moulded as well as plain, encauftic tiles, and terra¬ 
-cotta, we might develope a variety of conftruCtive decora- 
tc tion peculiarly our own.” 

The coft of the raw material of Terra-cotta is only half 
the coft of Portland cement, and not one-fourth the coft 
of good ftone. Mouldings having a girth of two feet 
can be wrought at two lhillings and fixpence per lineal 
foot. Tracery for parapets can be made, four inches 
thick, for three lhillings per foot superficial. Small 
capitals for columns, friezes, coats of arms, bafli relievi, 
and a very large number of articles, can be modelled and 
burnt, as original works, for lefs than the fame work would 
coft after modelling, moulding, and cafting, in compo. 

The beft Terra-cotta is a fpecies of ftoneware, fimilar 
to that ufed for making chemical veflels for holding acids 
and alkalies; and it will not, after years of ufe, Ihow 
figns of decay from contact with thefe fubftances. This 
cannot be laid of any building-ftone now in ufe. By a 
little additional coft, and the operation of a fecond firing, 
a foft dull glaze could be put on all Terra-cotta bricks, 
mouldings and ornaments; fo that facades executed in 
this way could be walhed clean by water from a fire engine. 

The poverty of defign and bad workmanlhip Ihown in 
moft of the Terra-cottas exhibited in 1851, induced J. 
M. Blalhfield to enlarge his operations in modelling 
works for Architectural and Sylvan decoration in Terra¬ 
cotta, and to erect at Mill Wall a manufactory for the 
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purpofe of producing large and grand pieces of this clafs 
of pottery. Having been engaged fince 1832 in the 
production of works of art in marble and plaftic materials, 
J. M. Blalhfleld has formed a valt collection of models 
and defigns readily applicable to Terra-cotta, and he has 
now many thoufands of models and moulds of ftatues, 
vales, tazzse, fountain bafins, amphorae, pedeltals, bufts, 
candelabrae, capitals of columns, conlbles, trades, brackets, 
and examples of every Ityle of architectural ornament. 
Alio a numerous collection of patterns of articles of 
domeftic ufe; luch as candlefticks, butter and cheefe 
dilhes and covers, water jugs and bottles, hyacinth, and 
other flower pots. 

Some years fince, J. M. Blalhfleld took a patent for 
ufe of coprolites or foflil bone in the manufacture of 
Terra-cotta, whereby the ware is rendered lighter and 
tougher, and recently he has patented a new mode of 
burning pottery fo as to obtain uniformity of colour and 
equality of hardnefs. By this new procefs, all ftreaks of 
red from the fulphur and flame of the coal coming in 
contact with the ware in the operation of firing are 
avoided. 

J. M. Blalhfleld bums ftatues of heroic fize, weighing 
feveral tons in one piece, and bafins 20 feet in circumfer¬ 
ence, without difeolouration, flaw, or twift. 

Among the more recent works and thofe executed by 
J. M. Blalhfleld by his improved procels, are the Frieze 
and Capitals at the Duchy of Cornwall Office; Coping 
at the Royal Dairy Farm, Windfor; Vafes at H.R.H. 
the Duchels of Cambridge’s; Vafes and Tazzae at the 
Royal Gardens, Kew ; the Roof of the Sheeplhanks Gal¬ 
lery at the Kenlington Mufeum ; Ornaments for the New 
Barracks, Woolwich; Coloflal Statues in the Gardens, 
and the Fountains in die Rennaiflance Court of the Cryftal 
Palace, Sydenham; the Roofs of the Pompeian Houfe 
and the Alhrambra Court, Sydenham; Coloflal Fountain 
Statue at the Radcliffe Infirmary, Oxford; Terminal 
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Ornaments at the New Royal Italian Opera Houfe; the 
details of the Lodges of the New Chelfea Bridge; alfo 
Vafes, Statues, Tazzae, Baluftrades and other works in 
the Houfes and Grounds of H.R.H. the Due d’Aumale, 
the Dukes of Bedford, Devonshire, Hamilton, and 
Sutherland ; the Marquises of Exeter and Lanfdowne ; 
the Earls Brownlow, Craven, Lindfey, Spencer, and 
Weftmoreland; Vifcount Campden; the Lords Dun- 
raven, Harris, Overftone, Rivers, Ravenlworth, and 
Wharncliffe; Sirs E. Armitage, J. W. Copley, E. 
B. Lytton, T. Sebright, J. Trollope, and G. Walker; 
Chris. Turnor, Efq., Higford Burr, Efq., Hy. Neville, 
Efq., H. Packe, Efq., and many other Noblemen and 
Gentlemen. 

The fadt that Terra-cotta, when properly made and 
thoroughly burnt, will ftand the moft fevere frofts better 
than any marble or ftone ufed for building purpofes, 
renders it by far the beft material for garden border¬ 
ing, coping, baluftrades for terraces, parapets, and all 
terminal ornaments. For example, erodes for the gables 
of churches are expenfive to carve in ftone, and very foon 
decay : in Terra-cotta they are cheaper, lighter, and far 
more durable. Balufters, which in hard ftone would 
coft from four {hillings to ten {hillings each, may be 
rendered in the beft Terra-cotta, properly made and 
turned in a lathe on a new principle, from two {hillings 
to five {hillings each; the average price being at the 
rate of twopence per inch in height. 

It is alfo the cleaneft looking material, as well as the 
hardeft, for walhing finks, troughs, garden finks, meal 
pans, &c. 

A very large quantity of articles are oflered to the 
public under die name of Terra-cotta, which, from in¬ 
ferior burning, will never ftand the froft—fuch goods 
are frequently very captivating, and to the ordinary ob- 
ferver, look as well as the beft and moft perfectly burnt 
pieces of pottery—but after one or two fevere winters 
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the froft will caufe a crumbling, and flaking off of the 
furface, and the whole will in a few years perifh. Much 
Terra-cotta is made of clay of too poor a character properly 
to vitrify and form good pottery. Some again is fb ex¬ 
tremely porous that water will as readily pafs through it 
as it will through a porous water bottle, efpecially made 
for the latter purpofe. Such Terra-cotta readily turns 
green, and is fure to give way in fevere froft. Porous ware, 
efpecially made for cooling water, may be made froft 
proof, but very little of that offered to the public is fb. 

An opinion has prevailed that clay alone is the material 
of which articles are made called Terra-cotta. This is a 
miftake as regards the large and beft antient works, and 
is fo in reference to the durable modern works. Clay 
does not form more than fixty per cent, of the body of 
which J. M. Blafhfield’s Terra-cotta is made. From 
clay alone it would not be poflible to obtain perfect 
forms of the fame hard character to Hand heat and 
froft. 

J. M. Blafhfield is now glazing Hyacinth Pots, Jugs, 
Bottles, and other articles of the infide only, leaving 
the outfide in the unglazed ftate, thereby preferving 
the delicacy of graceful forms, like the outlines of Greek 
and Etrufcan vafes. 

J. M. Blafhfield would efpecially recommend the ufe 
of molten lead to affix vafes to their Hands, and generally 
for the fixing together of Terra-cotta work in preference 
to cements. When cement is ufed, care fhould be taken 
to ufe fuch as is not likely to expand and crack, as is 
the cafe with much of the Portland cement. If Portland 
cement is ufed, it fhould be flow fetting, and have at 
leaft three parts of its own bulk of fand mixed with it. 
The beft cements for fuch work are Atkinfon’s, Medina, 
or Roman.
